Raymond Conley who, 
according to 
the story 
told by John Miller, 
gave

the hack saw w’ith 
which he se­ 
cured 
a five hour 
liberty from 
the 
jail last Friday. 
Owing 
to a request 
from the au­ 
thorities, Conley's name was not men­ 
tioned in these columns on Saturday, 
but it w as Conley 
who was referred 
to as “ the young boy who gave Miller 
the hack Raw.” 
In his statem ent Miller said. “ I ask ­ 
ed Conley to get me a saw' for several 
days. 
He kept putting me 
off until 
finally on Thursday morning he gave 
it to me.” 
Miller 
also said that Conley 
se­ 
cured the hack saw in the abandoned 
cem etery near the jail. The saws which 
is only 
a trifle larger than 
a good 
sized nail file, is rusty and in appear­ 
ance bears out Miller's story. 
Raymond Conley’s 
home is in the 
Pigeon Hills. He was working for the 
State Highway Department last sum ­ 
mer, when he was arrested for fo rg­ 
ing a check for a small sum of money. 
He w a* kept in jail 
until the Ja n ­ 
uary term of court 
when he was dis­ 
charged. 
A fter leaving 
G ettysburg 
for about 
two weeks 
he returned to 
the jail, the story goes, 
and acted as 
errand boy. 
When 
it was learned 
that 
John 
Miller 
had esca]>«sl from 
his cell by 
m eans of sawing the bar of his door, 
suspicion immediately fell upon Con­ 
ley, for every outsider was positively 
refused permission to talk to Miller, 
Collins, Reinecker and Moore and it 
w'as eviden* that some 
“ tru sty” ha I 
betrayed the confidence placed in him. 
Conley, moreover, had many chan­ 
ces to go to town 
in his capacity of 
errand boy and could have easily pro­ 
cured the implement for Miller. 
On 
Thursday, the day that Miller main­ 
tains Conley gave him the hack saw, 
the boy left the jail and has not been 
seen since. 
Police visited the Conley house in 
Pigeon Hills hut the young boy was 
not there and he is evidently “ making 
track s” 
to get out of the 
clutch of 
the law for. if the story o f Miller is 
correct, Conley is apt to be punished 
^'Merely for his offense 
when he is 
caught. 
Reports have circulated around Get­ 
tysburg that there w as a reward o f­ 
fered for the capture of John Miller 
im m ediately after his escape. 
There 
w as, 
however. 
no 
official 
reward 
placed on M iller’s head and the rumor 
likely 
grew from an 
official’s state­ 
ment that “ he would give one hundred 
dollars 
to see Miller 
jailed before 
night.”

The 
“ Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief 
A ct” 
suspends 
legal 
proceedings 
again st 
any person in 
the m ilitary 
service of the 
United States during 
the w’ar. The question arising in con­ 
nection 
with the case is, 
does the 
act of 
congress tem porarily 
protect 
the husband, who it is alleged, w as not 
in the m ilitary service at the time the 
first application for divorce w as filed. 
According to the term s of the enact­ 
ment, “ tem porary provision 
is made 
for the suspension 
of legal proceed­ 
ings and transactions which m ay pre­ 
judice the civil rights 
of persons in 
the m ilitary 
service of the 
United 
States during the continuance of the 
present w ar.” 
The act affects all persons 
in the 
service March 8, 1918 and takes effect 
with other persons at the date of en­ 
listment. The question as to whether 
or not the 
w ar has terminated 
will 
not arise as the measure says
